Again I note and thanlc you for the promptness and completeness of that 
part of your letter of May 19 which is response as I also note with regret the 
lack of other responses. 1 hope that in the future you will not look hack on them, 
as 1 fear you will, with sorrow and sadness. Whether you now believe me or not, I 
think the near future will establish that at least in part I sought to la>k out 
for interests other than my own or that of my work. 

Because you have not soon fit to accept my repeated offers to t©Ll and 
show you things and their meanings, subject only to your keeping them in strict 
confidence - and this is something over which I do not chide you, for you sad your 
associates are, 1 realise, not autonomous - X necessarily inhibit myself, giving 
you only generalities I think you should have in your own interest, that of your 
agency and that of Se Herman and Greer* 

There were, beyond aqy question of any kind* more X-rays, By any of tee 
contradictory accounts, all official, the same is true of the picture*. With the 
X-rays, 1 een give you a pretty close description of what is missing. Without 
knowing whet is shown in thtae pictures covered in the Kellerman receipts, X esnnot 
make the seme promise* tore I to know it, I think I eould with a high degree of 
perteiaty* If you have such records and you feel you can properly let me hmve than, 
”*■ would welcome them end, should you so desire, report my conclusions to you. how- 
ever, with the mess that has developed end shows no signs of amicable resolution, 1 
would not encourage you to do this, if you decide to, through the Archives. I have 
Idle additional tea eon that they ere going out of their way to make what I produce 
accessible to others, including these I Regard aa constitutionally irresponsible, 
end 1 do, very much, fears the usee of sensationalism alone to which such records 
can readily lead themselves. X am not taking the liberty of suggesting you do not 
send to the Archives what you believe should be there. Furthermore, while I wjuld 
like such information for my own. understanding, records end writing, I tell you 
quite frankly I do not regard them as now essential for these purposes, so X make 
no issue of them, X do not plan to include them In any planned suit* At the* came 
time, I would encourage you to consider whether, should such a suit get into court, 
such records or testimony would be germalne* 

Inrespond in haste in wh 3 t I regard an your interest. If, on further 
study, X consider further correspondence is necessary, I will write you about this 
further. Here I note the aben^ae of any explanation of how what film came to be 
described as exposed Ifct showing no image,! hope woul will also note thet I am not 
pressing you on the other unanswered questions I have asked.
